The  average  cost  per  In-patient, 
including  all  expenses  for  the  year  1947,  was  £  1  Is.  O^d.  per  day, 
or  £7  7s.  3|d.  per  week,  or  £384  Os.  2^d.  per  annum.  The 
corresponding  figures  for  1946  were  19/1  ^d.  per  day,  or 
£6  13s.  10^d.  per  week,  or  £349  Os.  7^d.  per  annum.
